The frustration felt on the 
part of students and faculty, 
however, is very real. Some 
students, like the one above, 
are warned about their 
schedules before school be- 
gins. Others are not. “| don’t 
know why I’m here, my sched- 
ule sent me,” is heard in al- 
most every class the first day. 
Classes with thirty students 
and twenty desks are hardly 
uncommon. Five-minutes-to- 
eat-lunch-because-the-lines- 
were-too-long also has a fa- 
miliar ring to it. 

The first day back brings ex- 
cited anticipation of all the 
welcome things at school. 
Friends are back, as are alll 
those sort-of-friends with 
whom you hang around.

A wave of nause- 
ating Standardized Test Phobia sweeps 
over you. Then, you happen to glance at 
the student in the next desk, who looks as 
green as you feel, and you find ai little 
comfort in the knowledge that everyone 
in that classroom, that hallway, and in all 
of LHS is going through the same thing. 

Although they strike different people in 
various. forms and degrees, affecting 
some very little, but paralyzing others, the 
stress and agony of taking standardized 
tests are readily recognized by most stu- 
dents. Why do they put themselves 
through the torture? The reason is simple: 
to get into college. In a competition-rid- 
den society which places incredible im- 
portance on getting into the “right’’ 
school, high emphasis will naturally be

In addition to making an formidable 


name for itself among students, the Scho- 


lastic Aptitude Test has recently received 
a good share of national publicity, much 
of it negative. While the ETS (Educational 
Testing Service) claims to have created a 
fair test, many individuals and organiza- 
tions openly denounce the SAT as biased 
against women, minorities, and students 
from low-income families. A spokesman 
for the Princeton Reviews, a program that 
helps students “beat” the SAT, claimed 
that the test is written “by elite white 
males, for elite white males,’’ putting all 
others at a disadvantage. Whether or not 
one believes the test is biased, there are 
controversies which exist. Is this test really 
even half as important as it seems? Exact- 
ly how much weight do college admis- 
sions officers give to a students; SAT 


scores? ls it fair to judge the scope of a 


student’s scholastic potential based on 
one test? What does it test, anyway, 
“aptitude” or test-taking skills? Can one 
prepare for it? If so, how? Do the expen- 


test again. 


sive courses professing the ability to 


teach students to score higher really 
work? And if so, isn’t there something fun- 
damentally wrong with a system that can. 
be “cracked” so easily? 

There comes a time, too, when even 
scores don't matter; sitting at school on a. 
cold Saturday morning, the only thing stu- 
dents want to-do is fill in the last of those 
little numbered circles and have the 
crushing,. agonizing stress of the past 
days, weeks, or even months, over with, 
or at least postponed until the next test 
date. 

Ten years from now, you'll ook back on 
the day when you sat shaking, at a desk 
with seven pencils, and laugh when you 
remember that you only ended up using: 
one of them. Who knows, you may not 
even remember the scores that seemed 
so all-consuming. Chances are, from 
whatever distance of years you look 
back, you'll always feel a certain sense of 
grateful relief at the realization that you'll 
never have to take another standardized

| Scenes of a hellish fren- 
zy of screeching 
brakes, twisted metal, and 
moaning, blood-spattered 
motorists lying contorted on 
the roadside flash on the wall. 
Yes, it’s happening in our 
school. Why are our students 
being subjected to such gro- 
tesque displays? Because 
they‘re taking Driver's Ed. 
The Driver’s Ed curriculum 
seems to be designed to 
powerfully demonstrate the 
obvious. The typical scene in 
movies such as Highways of 
Agony shows a ravingly drunk 
teenager climbing into his 
pickup, throwing half a dozen 
friends in the back, racing off 
into a driving snowstorm at 
night, without turning on his 
headlights or windshield wip- 
ers. Of course, he’s perfectly 
fine until he forgets to use 


proper hand signals at an in- 
tersection, at which point he 
immediately slices through a 
school bus and runs into a haz- 
ardous chemical truck. Every- 
one within a half-mile radius 
dies instantly, except the driv- 
er, who is left alive for a few 
agonizing minutes to contem- 
plate his wrong-doing in a final 
soliloguy. 

Movies like that are fairly 
self-explanatory, but Driver’s 
Ed also features certain tech- 
nical films that require some 
translation. For instance, ‘The 
centrifugal force exerted on 
the automobile varies geo- 
metrically with the square of 
the angle and the cube of the 
horizontal displacement at 
the wheelbase,’’ means that 
you must slow down when 
you turn. And, ‘Human motor 
and higher reasoning skills are 
seriously impaired by the ab- 


sorption of alcohol into the 
blood-brain membrane,”’ 
means that if you drive drunk, 
you'll inevitably plow into a 
grocery truck. 

Many students find the ac- 
tual driving hours far more de- 
manding than the classroom 
work. Conditions for a first 
time driver can become quite 
stressful. One student report-

ou can see it coming: that 
Y over forty, generic relative, or 
family friend is bearing down 
on you with a purposeful gleam in 
her eye.

As well 
as the large choral groups, 
there are many smaller, more 
select groups. 

The largest singing group, 
the Mixed Chorus, performs at 
three major concerts: the Sea- 
sonal Concert, the Winter Cho- 
ral Concert, and Pops.

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Working to Win 


he Lexington High School 
debate program is an 
attempt to unite in one 
course intensive practice in 
structured argument, research, 
writing and speaking. Debaters 
practice after school each 
week, and are required to 
compete in at least eight tour- 
naments a year. In addition to 
attending tournaments on 
weekends, many students 
spend part of their summers at 
special institutes for debaters. 
A recent survey by the Na- 
tional Forensic League deter- 
mined that Lexington has the 
largest high school debate pro- 
gram in America. Lexington’s 
debaters have won high honors 
at important national competi- 
tions at universities across the 
country. Lexington has won the 
Massachusetts state cham- 
pionship for the past eleven 





years, and the New England 
district championship for seven 
of the past eight years. 
Debaters soend much more 
time researching than actually 
debating, often journeying to 
libraries in Boston and Cam- 
bridge. Coach Les Phillips is of- 
ten envied by his fellow teach- 
ers for his ability to demand so 
much from the students in his 
debate course. Many students 
and faculty members wonder 
why debaters work so hard. 
Although the long term 
benefits of debate, such as the 
organizational and research 
skills students learn, or the in- 
sights into policies they gain, 
cannot be denied, that is not 
what keeps the average de- 
bater working. The key is in the 
competitive aspect of de- 
bate, the tournaments. The 
mind of a debater who spends 


all day and night in a library, or 
practicing his soeeches, works 
like the mind of a football play- 
er who goes over plays again 
and again, of arunner who jogs 
for miles in the freezing cold. It is 
the thought of the big game, 
the big race, or the big tourna- 
ment that keeps all three go- 
ing. That is why debaters hold 
phonathons, debatathons, 
and car washes to supplement 
the team’s budget for traveling 
and entry fees. What keeps 
debaters working and learning 
is not the skills that will have 
such great practical value in 
the future, but the hope to go 
to the National Forensic 
League Tournament, the 
Catholic Forensic League 
Grand National Tournament, or 
the Tournament of Champions, 
and win.
